TOIL

RESIDENT BURTON of the University of 


Michigan impresses upon his graduating 


class the sanctity of labor. He asserts that the 
principle that "every human being is of su- 
preme worth" is the foundation of democracy, 
says the Chicago Tribune. Most men, he says, 
can be judged by their attitude toward work, 
"the essence of existence, the vital test to 
•which civilization puts each person." 


Repetition has made such statements orth- 


odox doctrine for baccalaureate sermons. It 
•would be heresy of the worst sort for a college 
president to tell a group of young men going 
out into the world that they ought to avoid 
labor and live by their wits. But after all, are 
•we not deceiving and handicapping our young 
collegians unfairly by such talk about the 
"sanctity of toil"? 


The best ditch digger we ever knew, if 


headed west from Chicago, would haye made 
the dirt fly clear to the Rocky mountains if 
not stopped by a plainly marked line or by 
some impassable barrier. 
He knew nothing 


about the sanctity of toil. He had no illu- 
sions. All he knew was how-to dig. If "every 
human being is of supreme worth," this man 
was as valuable as the man who directed his 
efforts and limited them to the excavation for 
a foundation and cellar of a house. But in 
reality he was not as valuable. Undirected, 
the fruits of his toil would have been destruc- 
tion. 


Young men go to college to fit themselves 


• not for toil, but to direct toil into productive 
channels. 
Without such direction probably 


nine-tenths of the labor in the world would be 
•wasted. It has been estimated that -without 
the labor saving machinery now in existence, 
this globe could not support its population, no 
matter how diligently every individual worked. 
Yet no college president tells us that the ma- 
chine "which thus supplements and extends the 
possibilities of the worker is sacred. 


The fact is that there is nothing noble in 


labor itself. Quite tho jreverse is true. If a 
man discarded pick and shovel and set to dig- 
ging a ditch with his hands, he would increase 
has labor, decrease its product, and brand him- 
self an idiot. If, on the other hand, lie dis- 
carded pick and shovel and invented a ditch 
digging machine "which would reduce his 
physical effort and increase his results, we 
•would do him honor and give him reward. 


It is not toil, but intelligence, which is 


sacred. The young men instructed by Dr. 
Burton probably know this. If they do not 
know it now, they will learn it quickly -when 
they see the comparative rewards of stolid 
labor and of intelligent mental effort. 


It is tune the old platitudes were dropped 


from baccalaureate sermons and the college 
curriculum in general. If the world is to Im- 
prove and progress it must do so thru the suc- 
cess of its leaders. It is a waste of time and 
an unnecessary handicap to tell young men 
•who are in line to become such leaders ol 
thought and action that "every human being 
Is of supreme -worth." They are not. Their 
comparative worth will be revealed by the 
fruits of their toil, not by the toil itself.

ENGINEERING FiROM ALOFT 


T 


HE experiment in topographical study 


from an airplane as a preliminary to a 


survey for railroad construction in the Philip- 
pines "was a great success, says the New York 
Herald. The Manila Railroad company pro- 
poses extending its lines to Bayombong. This 
•would run it thru parts of the province of 
Nueve Eclja and Nueva Viscays, both of which 
are thinly populated and difficult of access, 
Neither satisfactory maps nor comprehensive 
surveys were to be had. 


There are three possible routes to be 


tested as to their relative availability by the 


slow and costly process of actual survey. As 
our military authorities are much interested in 
the proposed railroad extension, the command- 
ing officer readily gave bis consent to the use of 
a government airplane when the experimental 
observation flight was suggested. 


Sitting in the gunner's cockpit of a plaae 


the engineer equipped with photographing ap- 
paratus, was carried over the entire territory 
involved. His observations resulted in the im- 
mediate elimination of two of the proposed 
routes and the selection of one to which the 
survey now will be confined. 


' In one day there was thus done the work 


that it would have taken many months and 
thousands of dollars to accomplish. This 
method may aid much-in engineering. In 
mountains-, and timbered country, as in Alaska, 
for example, where maps are either inadequate 
or non-existent, flights over proposed lines of 
road construction would avert many long 
drawn out and expensive tentative,surveying 
efforts. Even in regions comparatively well 
mapped and neither so rugged nor so intricate 
as the Philippine territory aerial observation 
flights may well prove time and money savers.

• NO PEACE FOR GREECE 


C* MPHATICALLY rejecting the offer of the 
•*-* allies to mediate for peace between 
Greece and Turkey, the Greeks have decreed 
that the war in the Near East shall continue. 
Greece makes it plain that her position is un- 
alterable and that questions involved between 
the two nations can only be settled on the field 
of battle. 


Premier Gounaris of Greece is, quoted as 


having said that the question of Asia Minor af- 
fecting rival territorial claims of Greece and 
Turkey can be decided nowhere save on the 
battlefield. All overtures to bring about a 
cessation of hostilities have proven unavail- 
ing, thus far and the indications are that there 
can be no success in that drection until Greece 
is in a position to dictate what the terms of 
peace shall be. 


The Greeks and Turks are ancient enem- 


ies. Millions of dollars of wealth have been 
expended and countless thousands of lives 
have been sacrificed in the many struggles 
these nations have participated in. On nine 
different occasions Greece and Turkey have 
been at. war in their history. Always the 
Greeks were the victors, dictating peace terms 
to the Ottorueu. Despite reverses they exper- 
ienced when victory seemed assured, the 
Greeks cannot believe otherwise than that 
ultimately they will again vanquish their foe. 


Natives of Greece who now have their 


abiding place in this country, naturally watch 
with the keenest interest the progress of the 
tide of battle in their home land. Their loyal- 
ty to the land of their birth is such that they 
cannot see justice anywhere save in the 
Greek cause. Many of the younger men who 
have spent years in this country have heark- 
ened to the call from overseas and are now 
engaged in the war aganst their enemy. Oth- 
ers are ready to go if needed.
